Woman iu I'olifie?, 


It is when politics enter 
the 
personal phase that the woman shines. 
If she has a brother, a husband, or a 
dear friend who is in one or the other 
military services, she besieg es mem­ 
bers of cong ress, cabinet officers, the 
crusty aud inapproachable g eneral or 
admiral who is on duty at the capital, 
and if she does not g et for her favorite 
a pleasant station, a long leave of ab­ 
sence, or whatever else she may plead 
for, it is not for lack of persistence of 
adroitness. 
It is when the women 
drop their arg uments and take to their 
own peculiar arts that they are power­ 
ful, and to be feared. 
If you are a cong ressman with de­ 
cided and independent views of your 
own, you must avoid one thing as you 
would the 
pestilence—the woman 
whose husband is interested in a piece 
of leg islation to which you are op­ 
posed, or of whose future aspirations 
you do not approve. Do not take her 
in to dinner ULless you must. 
Do not 
be beg uiled into q uiet corners with 
her. Do not heed her sug g estions for 
long walks, or for any other of the 
joint frivolities indig enous to the 
capital. 
So long as she endeavors to 
secure your alleg iance by arg ument* 
you are safe, but you will not find out 
that she is not a match for you in 
dialectics much sooner than she will 
make the discovery for herself. And 
then when she throws log ic to the 
winds, you are in difficulties. You 
will then realize the bitterness of re­ 
g retting that you oug ht not to g rant 
the fayor, the refusal of which will 
“disappoint your dearest 
friends.” 
The is no g ood woman in Washing ton 
or elsewhere who does not know ab­ 
solutely that her husband is always 
rig ht, and who does not believe that 
the men who oppose him have some 
secret and iniq uitous motive for doing 
so. 
When the help-mate of a silver 
senator beg s a representative of the 
commercial and g asping East to sup­ 
port a free-coinag e measure, she is 
asking him a favor indeed, but a favor 
that he should the more willing ly 
g rant because he would be thereby 
doing bis duty. 
She may know that 
such a vote would cost the man his 
career, but this only awakens her to 
g reater effort, and to a nobler concep­ 
tion of the duty of independent and 
conscientious action. 
There is, in­ 
deed, in all this universe no created 
thing that soars so hig h in the pursuit 
of her q uarry as your g ood woman. 
But law-making is a flat and profit­ 
less occupation compared with the 
strug g le for the presidency. No one 
who has not breathed it can conceive 
of the social atmosphere of Washing ­ 
ton while a campaig n for president is 
in prog ress. 
And especially is the 
disturbance g reat before the conven­ 
tions are held and the nominations 
made. Women are like men in politics;

The political gale which hun just 
passed may have torn the republican 
banner from the states of Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Iowa, and 
possibly Nebraska, 
but Minnesota 
comes up smiling with a winner at 
the head of the state government. 
While 
the Alliance, 
mugwumps, 
democrats and prohibitionists have 
combined to defeat the great party of 
the people in other slates, Minnesota 
has weathered the storm and comes 
into port with flying colors, as far as 
the state ticket is concerned.

A special to Minneapolis Tribune 
on Thursday from Little Falls says: 
“Returns are not all in, but many 
precincts 
show 
small democratic 
gains. Their ticket is generally elect­ 
ed by a small majority. 
Geissel, 
democrat, defeats Flynn, republican, 
for the senate by three to one. 
City 
votes are not yet counted and the lax 
way in which the judges have done 
their work is being censured. Two of 
the members of the board were taken 
ill at an inopportune moment, and it 
is openly stated that those remaining 
slept and left the ballots exposed. 
There will be an effort made to have 
600 votes cast in the city thrown out 
on account of this. The county will, 
in any event, give Merriam a small 
majority.” 


What Joel Thinks. 
Joel P. Heatwole, chairman of the 
republican state committee, said when 
asked about the change m the voting 
results: “When the contest opened 
the state committee found a party 
badly tom up by internal feuds and 
divided almost to the verge of destruc­ 
tion upon the tariff issue. 
The 
gangrene of free trade had fastened 
itself upon the extremities of the party 
and there did not seem to be time to 
cure the disease. The primary causes 
foi the reduction of the republican 
vote rn this state is the support which 
the republican farmers have given to 
the principles and purposes of the 
Farmers’ Alliance as a non-political 
organization. It was in this way that 
they were led into the 
political 
organization of that party „and alien­ 
ated from the republican party. Fol­ 
lowing their joining the Alliance 
party were the lies and misrepresenta­ 
tions of demagogues and political 
soreheads concerning the McKinley 
bill, whereby they were induced to 
remain in and vote with that party. 
Their error in doing so would, no 
doubt, appear more clearly to them 
oould they witness the supreme satis­ 
faction resting upon the countenances 
of the leaders of the Alliance political 
organization as they mow contemplate 
the possibility of democratic success.

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Woman in Politics, 


It is when politics enter 
personal phase that the woman shines. 
If she has a brother, a husband, or a 
dear friend who is in one or the other 
military services, she besieges mem­ 
bers of congress, cabinet officers, the 
crusty and inapproachable general or 
atlmiral who is on duty at the capital, 
and if she does not get for her favorite 
a pleasant station, a long leave of ab­ 
sence, or whatever els© she may plead 
for, it is not for lack of persistence of 
adroitness. It is when the women 
drop their arguments and take to their 
own peculiar arts that they are power­ 
ful, and to be feared. 
If you are a congressman with de­ 
cided and independent views of your 
own, you must avoid one thing as you 
would the 
pestilence—the woman 
whose husband is interested in a piece 
of legislation to which you are op­ 
posed, or of whose future aspirations 
you do not approve. Do not take her 
in to dinner unless you must. Do not 
be beguiled into quiet corners with 
her. Do not heed her suggestions for 
long walks, or for any other of the 
joint frivolities indigenous to the 
capital. So long as she endeavors to 
secure your allegiance by argument* 
you are safe, but you will not find out 
that she is not a match for you in 
dialectics much sooner than she will 
make the discovery for herself. And 
then when she throws logic to the 
winds, you are in difficulties. You 
will then realize the bitterness of re­ 
gretting that you ought not to grant 
the fayor, the refusal of which will 
“disappoint your dearest friends.” 
The is no good woman in Washington 
or elsewhere who does not know ab­ 
solutely that her husband is always 
right, and who does not believe that 
the men who oppose him have some 
secret and iniquitous motive for doing 
so. When the help-mate of a silver 
senator bege a representative of the 
commercial and gasping East to sup­ 
port a free-coinage measure, she is 
asking him a favor indeed, but a favor 
that he should the more willingly 
grant because he would be thereby 
doing his duty. 
She may know that 
such a vote would cost the man his 
career, but this only awakens her to 
greater effort, and to a nobler concep­ 
tion of the duty of independent and 
conscientious action. 
There is, in­ 
deed, m all this universe no created 
thing that soars so high in the pursuit 
of her quarry as your good woman. 
But law-making is a flat and profit­ 
less occupation compared with the 
struggle for the presidency. No one 
who has not breathed it can conceive 
of the social atmosphere of Washing­ 
ton while a campaign for president is 
in progress. 
And especially is the 
disturbance great before the conven­ 
tions are held and the nominations 
made. Women are like men in politics; 
they love their enemies of the other 
party, and hate their friends of their 
own. The struggle for a nomination 
excites more bitterness than a struggle 
for an election. When the contest 
begins to assume form, a year before 
the result is reached, and the rival 
saloons are in full blast, and the per­ 
sonal feeling grows in intensity until 
the vote is taken, and the battle lost 
and won. Who that was in Washing­ 
ton on the pleasant summer day when 
Mr. Blaine won and Mr. Arthur lost 


will ever forget the sadness of the 
conquered women and the noisy ela­ 
tion of the victors? To a thoroughly 
admirable woman, all who oppose her 
affectionate desire must be entirely 
governed by malice and all unchari­ 
tableness.—Harper’s Weekly.

S an itary C ran k s and H um ­ 
bugs. 
We had just been reading the views 
of an eminent sanitary expert upon 
impregnation of brown stone houses 
with the germs of diptheria. We have 
also read no less than three published 
opinions of sanitary experts that “a 
wooden house is positively unfit to 
to live in.” One eminent sanitary 
expert gives it as his opinion that at 
the expiration of five years every bit 
of woodwork of a house is alive with 
all sorts of scientific things. 
In the 
latest number of an architectural 
paper the great Wingate tells us that 
even “the vicinity of large quanti­ 
ties of wood is dangerous to health,” 
and talks about zymotic germs and 
the inycelin of the fungi in away that 
is suggestive of bacteria and microbes. 
Nevertheless, we do not believe these 
things. 
An eminent German sanitary ex­ 
pert says that chemists have suc­ 
ceeded in making a first rate brandy 
out of sawdust. A man can, there­ 
fore get arip saw and go out and get 
as drunk as a lord on a fence rail. A 
man can make brandy mashes out of 
the shingles of his roof; he can get 
delirium tremens by drinking the legs 
of his kitchen chairs. You may shut 
an inebriate out of a gin shop and 
keep him away from a tavern, but if 
he can become uproarous on boiled 
sawdust and desiccated window sills 
any attempt at reform must neces­ 
sarily be a failure, and we think that 
the opinion of a sanitary crank upon 
the jim jams of a house should be 
taken with a most liberal grain of 
allowance.—Sanitary Plumber.

‘I* poisoning from plants or insect, 
stings ever fatal? Could a patient 
linger several weeks; th e poison slow­ 
ly spreading ail th e time, and th en 
die from tl te cause? Is wh at is known 
as blood-poison a disease in itself, or 
simply th e sequence of someth ing 
else?” 
Our con espondent 's little daugh ter 
was seized with vomiting and convul­ 
sions. A deep redness and swelling, 
starting from a certain point, gradu­ 
ally covered th e wh ole body. 
Sh e 
died. Th e ph ysicians were unable to 
understan 1 th e case. 
From such a vague statem ent of 
symptoms it would be impossible to 
th row ligh t on th e case wh ich led 
to th e inquiries; but we may say in 
reply to th e specific questions: 
1. Th e poison of some plants is 
very deadly, but we know of none 
wh ose symptoms would resemble 
th ose referred to. 
Furth er, wh ile many plants con­ 
tain poisonous elements of th e most 
virulent nature, th ere are few wh ich , 
in th e crude state, would be likely to 
endanger life wh ere th e ph ysician 
would not lie able to get at th e facts 
in th e case, and apply th e requisite 
treatm ent. 
2. AVe know of no insects in New 
England wh ose poison is ordinarily 
fatal. Yet death h as resulted from a 
mere bee-sting; in such cases, frigh t 
or oth er nervous derangement h as 
aggravated th eevil. But in th e case 
both of plant andofiusect poisoning, 
th e poison does not accumulate in 
th e system, but, wh ere death does 
not take place soon, is gradually 
eliminated by th e organs. 
A. Malignant pustule,a very latal 
disease, is sometimes communicated 
t>y flies th at h ave fed on diseased car­ 
rion. It appears in a small red point 
or pimple, but sometimes it is not 
well mark d a t th e beginning, and th e 
diagnosis in such a case may be very 
difficult. 
4. Erysipelas also may commence 
at some one point, sometimes un 
undiscovered scratch , and 
th ence 
spread out extensively, with its pe­ 
culiar swelling and redness. 
5. Blood-poisoning may be devel­ 
oped as th esymptom of some disease, 
or it may result from absorption in­ 
to th e blood of pus from abcess, eith ­ 
er unknown to th e ph ysician, or out 
of h is reach . 
♦>. A h ealth y surgeon 
may be 
blood-poisoned by morbid m atter 
wh ile treating an ubcess or dissecting 
dead body. Th e poison is usually 
absorbed wh ere th e skin is ch afed, 
cut, or oth erwise broken.—Youth ’s 
Fompanion.

h er. He snatch ed h er veil from h er face 
and dragged h er by th e th roat to th e 
nearest lamp post. 
. “ Wh y do you follow me?” h e asked, 
h is voice trembling with passion. 
Sh e mfide no reply, and, clutch ing 
h er more firmly by th e th roat, h e 
drew a dagger. Sh e made no a t­ 
tem pt to resist h im, and just as th e 
dagger was about to lie plunged in­ 
to Tier breast sh e cried out h alf ch ok­ 
ed and every instant-expecting death . 
“ Kill me Joh n, but kiss me first.” 
Th rockmorton th rew 
th e dagger 
away, brush ed th e woman aside, and 
fled before h ecould l>e tempted again. 
At length 
Th rockmorton could 
stand it no longer, and Ellen Good­ 
win war •urested at h is instance and 
tried for 
insanity. Th e old court 
h ouse in Louisville, wh ere Henry 
Clay and 
th e 
Crittendens 
h ad 
many n h ard-fough t battle in th e 
days gone by, was packed as it 
never wA before or sime. Th e most 
eminent legal talent was employed, 
and th e evidence was of th e most 
sensational ch aracter. Ellen Godwin 
was put on th e stand and was given 
a most severecrussexamination. Her 
answers were clear and intelligent, 
and after h ours of closest question­ 
ing th e opposing lawyers were forced 
to admit th at th ey could make noth ­ 
ing of h er. Poems written by h er, 
essays and articles were read to th e 
jury,and at last h er lawyer, young Ely 
Parsons, arose to defend h er. He was 
a man of commanding presence, a 
trained elocutionist, and a rarely 
gifted orator. For four h ours h e 
kept th e audience entranced. He told, 
in all its dramatic details, th e story 
of Ellen Godwin. He went over th e 
scene of th e midnigh t meeting and 
argued th at th e woman h ad simply 
btwn wronged and was seeking justice. 
He pointed to h er wan, h aggard face, 
h er delicate frame and contrasted 
th e wreck th at stood before th em 
with th e beautiful, tender, gentle girl 
Joh n Troekmorton h ad first met. 
His peroration was a masterpiece, 
and wh en h o sat down th e jury, w ith ­ 
out rising from th eir seats, found 
h er sane. Th en th e lawyer gad th e 
client were borne away by th e sh out­ 
ing th ousands, and such scenes were 
enacted as were never before wit nesed 
in th at sombre old court room. A 
few month s later Parsons waselected 
to Congress because of th e speech . 
From th e day of h er acquittal Ellen 
Godwin never again followed Th rock­ 
morton. He left th e city and died 
a few years afterwards, alone on h is 
plantation ip Mississippi, far fcom 
friends and relatives, 
After h is death Ellen Godwin grew 
weaker and weaker. Th e strengtl 
w h ich h ad borne h er up th rough al 
th e years of h er unexampled pursuit 
gave way. Sh e wrote a full h istory 
of h er life, for wh ich a Ch icago pub­ 
lish ing h ouse offered h er $ 1 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Sh e refused th e offer, saying th e book 
sh ould be buried with h er. 
One day sh ew ent to Gave Hill Ceme­ 
tery, one of th e most beautiful bury­ 
ing grounds in th e world, just outside 
of Louisville, and told h er sister, wh o I 
h ad followed h*» r th rong}) all th e 
dreary years w ith a perfect devotion, 
j 
th at in one particular spot sh e w ish ­ 
ed to lie buned, dressed as a bride, i 
with th e book contain'ng all h er 
trials and wrongs upon h er breast. 
A week afterwards sh e was laid to , 
rest th ere, und a little slab at th e 
h ead of th e grave tells th e story of j 
h er most eventful life.

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Blood-Poison. 
‘Is poisoning from plants or insect, 
stings ever fatal? Could a patient 
linger several weeks; the poison slow­ 
ly spreading all the time, and then 
die from the cause? Is what is k no wn 
as blood-poison a disease in itself, or 
simply tile sequence of something 
else? ' 
Our correspondent's little delight er 
was seized with vomiting and convul­ 
sions. A deep redness and swelling, 
starting from a certain point, gradu­ 
ally covered the whole body.

■tiled. The physicians were unable to 
understand the case. 
From such a vague statement of 
symptoms it would be impossible to 
throw light on the case which let! 
to the inquiries; but we may say in 
reply to the specific questions: 
1. The poison of some plants is 
very deadly, but we know' of none 
whose symptoms would resemble 
those referred to. 
Further, while many plants con­ 
tain poisonous elements of the most 
virulent nature, there are few which, 
in the crude state, would, be likely to 
endanger life where the physician 
would not be able to get at the facts 
in the cane, and apply the requisite 
treatment. 
2. We know of no insects in New 
England whose poison is ordinarily 
fatal. 
Yet death has resulted from a 
mere bee-sting; in such cases, fright 
or other nervous derangement has 
Aggravated tlieevfl. But in I lie case 
both of plant and of insect poisoning, 
the jalison dom not accumulate in 
the system, but. when* death 
not take place soon, is 
eliminated by the organs. 
3. Malignant pustule.a very fatal 
disease, is sometiriies communicated 
bv flies that have fed on diseased car­ 
rion. It appears in a small m l point 
or pimple, but sometimes it is not 
well mark* ti at the beginning, and the 
diagnosis in Midi a case may be very 
difficult. 
4. Erysipelas also may commence 
at some one point, sometimes an 
undiscovered scratch, and 
thence 
spread out extensively, with its pe­ 
culiar swelling and redness.

A THRILLING STORY. 


The death of young Maurice B. 
Throckmorton, killed at Birming­ 
ham, Ala., Saturday night while en. 
treating a mob not to attack the 
jail, recalls a story, says the New 
York World, as strange as anything 
in fiction—a story as full of drama­ 
tic scenes and incidents as anything 
that was ever produced upon stage, 
and which has been four times brought 
by a tragedy to the memory ot those 
who disliked most to hear it.

MERRIAM IS ELECTED GOVERNOR. 


The Plurality Ranging From 2,000 
* To +.000. 


J. C. Flynn is Defeated ter the Slate 
Senate by Over 2,000 Majority. 


An off Year with fh<* Usual Results, 
While in Goulish Glee the R.-cms 
Laugh over their Victories. 
The political gale which has just 
passed may have torn the republican 
banner from the states of Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Iowa, and 
possibly Nebraska, 
but Minnesota 
comes up smiling with a winner at 
the head of the state government. 
While 
the 
Alliance, 
mugwumps, 
democrats and prohibitionists have 
combined to defeat the great party of 
the people in other states, Minnesota 
has weathered the storm and comes 
into port with flying colors, as far as 
the state ticket is concerned. 


Ti.t Pioneer Press of to-day says 
editorially: 
The election of Merriani 
by a plurality ranging from 3,LOO to 
3,500 is now well assured. 
Seventy- 
nine counties give him 80,233 votes 
against 77,500 for Wilson—a plurality 
of 2,727. 
The few counties to hear 
from are Redwood, Renville, Bt*cker 
and Cook. 
All these will give him 
majorities which are estimated in our 
telegraphic dispatches from Becker 
at 500, from Redwood 300. 
Renville 
will give him a small majority. 
The 
vote of Cook county is so small as to 
out no figure, tnough it is usually 
republican. 
It seems quite probatye that S. G, 
Comstock must be added to the list of 
defeated republican candidates for 
congress. 
His district is the strong­ 
hold of the Alliance movement, and 
the Alliance candidate, Halvorsen, 
has polled such heavy pluralities in 
all the strongest republican counties 
that the indications are that he is 
elected by a decisive plurality.

A committee will watch to prevent 
tam enng with the returns. Messengers 
have gone after the outside precincts 
whose vote has been held back. 


Peculiar Proceedings In Little Falls. 
A special to Minneapolis Tribune 
on Thursday from Little Falls says: 
“Returns are not all in, but many 
precincts 
show 
small 
democratic 
gains. Their ticket is generally elect­ 
ed by a small majority. 
Geissel, 
democrat, defeats Flynn, republican, 
for the senate by three to one. 
City 
votes are not yet counted and the lax 
way in which the judges have done 
their work is being censured. 
Two of 
the members of the board were taken 
ill at an inopportune moment, and it 
is openly stated that those remaining 
slept and left the ballots exposed. 
There will be an effort made to have 
600 votes cast in the city thrown out 
on account of this. 
The county will, 
in any event, give Merriam a small 
majority.”

W hat Joel T hinks. 
Joel P. Heatwole, chairman of the 
republican state committee, said when 
asked about the change in the voting 
results:

We had just been reading the views 
of an eminent sanitary expert upon 
impregnation of brown stone houses 
with the germs of diptheria. We have 
also read no less than three published 
opinions of sanitary experts that “a 
wooden house is positively unfit to 
to live in.” One eminent sanitary 
expert gives it as his opinion that at 
the expiration of five years every bit 
of woodwork of a house is alive with 
all sorts of scientific things. 
In the 
latest number of an architectural 
paper the great Wingate tells us that 
even “the vicinity of large quanti­ 
ties of wood is dangerous to health,” 
and talks about zymotic germs and 
the inycelin of the fungi in aw ay that 
is suggesti ve of bacteria and microbes. 
Nevertheless, we do not believe these 
things. 
An eminent German sanitary ex­ 
pert says that chemists have suc­ 
ceeded in making a first rate brandy 
out of sawdust. A man can, there­ 
fore get arip saw and go out and get 
as drunk as a lord on a lence rail. A 
man can make brandy mashes out of 
the shingles of his roof; he can get 
delirium tremens by drinking the legs 
of his kitchen chairs. 
You may shut 
an inebriate out of a gin shop and 
keep him away from a tavern, but if 
he can become uproarous on boiled 
sawdust and desiccated window sills 
any attem pt at reform must necea- 
sarilly be a failure, and we think that 


It is when politics enter 
the 
personal phase that the woman shines. 
If she has a brother, a husband, or a 
dear friend who is in one or the other 
military services, she besieges mem­ 
bers of congress, cabinet officers, the 
crusty aud inapproachable general or 
admiral who is on duty at the capital, 
and if she does not get for her favorite 
a pleasant station, a long leave of ab­ 
sence, or whatever else she may plead 
for, it is not for lack of persistence of 
adroitness. 
It is when the women 
drop their arguments and take to their 
own peculiar arts that they are power­ 
ful, and to be feared. 
If you are a congressman with de­ 
cided and independent views of your 
own, you must avoid one thing as you 
would the 
pestilence—the woman 
whose husband is interested in a piece 
of legislation to which you are op­ 
posed, or of whose future aspirations 
you do not approve. 
Do not take her 
in to dinner unless you must. 
Do not 
be beguiled into quiet corners with 
her. 
Do not heed her suggestions for 
long walks, or for any other of the 
joint frivolities indigenous to the 
capital. 
So long as she endeavors to 
secure your allegiance by argument* 
you are safe, but you will not find out 
that she is not a match for you in 
dialectics much sooner than she will 
make the discovery for herself. 
And 
then when she throws logic to the 
winds, you are in difficulties. 
You 
will then realize the bitterness of re­ 
gretting that you ought not to grant 
the fayor, the refusal of which will 
“disappoint your dearest 
friends.” 
The is no good woman in Washington 
or elsewhere who does not know ab­ 
solutely that her husband is always 
right, and who does not believe that 
the men who oppose him have some 
secret and iniquitous motive fordoing 
so. 
When the help-mate of a silver 
senator begs a representative of the 
commercial and gasping East to sup­ 
port a free-coinage measure, she is 
asking him a favor indeed, but a favor 
that he should the more willingly 
grant because he would be thereby 
doing his duty. 
She may know that 
such a vote would cost the man his 
career, but this only awakens her to 
greater effort, and to a nobler concep­ 
tion of the duty of independent and 
conscientious action. 
There is, in 
deed, in all this universe no createc 
thing that soars so high in the pursuit 
of her quarry as your good woman 
But law-making is a flat and profit­ 
less occupation compared with the 
struggle for the presidency. 
No one 
who has not breathed it can conceive 
of the social atmosphere of Washing­ 
ton while a campaign for president is 
in progress. 
And especially is the 
disturbance great before the conven­ 
tions are held and the nominations 
made. Women are like men in politics 
they love their enemies of the other 
party, and hate their friends of their 
own. 
The struggle for a nomination 
excites more bitterness than a struggle 
for an election.

begins to assume form, a year before 
the result is reached, and the riva 
saloons are in full blast, and the per 
sonal feeling grows in iutensity until 
the vote is taken, and the battle lost 
and won.

Blood-Poison. 
‘Is poisoning from plants or insect 
stings ever fatal? Could a patient 
linger several w eeks; the poison slow­ 
ly spreading all the time, and then 
die from the cause? Is what is known 
as blood-poison a disease in itself, or 
simply the sequence of something 
else?'* 
Our correspondent’s little daughter 
was seized w ith vomiting and convul­ 
sions. 
A deep redness and swelling, 
start ing from a certain point, gradu­ 
ally covered the whole body. 
She 
died. The physicians were unable to 
understand the ease. 
From such a vague statem ent of 
symptoms it would be impossible to 
throw light on the case which led 
to the inquiries; but we m ay say in 
reply to the specific questions: 
1. The poison of some plants is 
very deadly, but we know of none 
whose symptoms would resemble 
those referred to. 
Further, while many plants con­ 
tain poisonous elements of the most 
virulent nature, there are few which, 
in the crude state, w ould be likely to 
endanger life where the physician 
would not be able to get a t the facts 
in the case, and apply the requisite 
treatm ent. 
2. 
We know of 110 insects in New 
England w hose poison is ordinarily 
fatal. 
Yet death has resulted from a 
mere bee-sting; in such cases, fright 
or other nervous derangement has 
aggravated the evil. 
But in the case 
both of plant and of insect poisoning, 
the poison does not accumulate in 
the system, but, where death does 
not take place soon, is gradually 
•eliminated by t lie organs. 
3. Malignant pustule,a very latal 
disease, is sometimes communicated 
by Hies th at have fed on diseased car­ 
rion. It appears in a small red point 
or pimple, but sometimes it is not 
w ell marked a t the beginning, and the 
diagnosis in such a case may be very 
difficult. 
4. Erysipelas also may commence 
a t some one point, sometimes an 
undiscovered scratch, and 
thence 
spread out extensively, with its pe­ 
culiar swelling and redness. 
5. Blood-poisoning may be devel­ 
oped as the symptom of some disease, 
or it m ay result from absorption in­ 
to the blood of pus from abcess, eith­ 
er unknown to the physician, or out 
of his reach. 
t». A healthy surgeon 
may be 
blood-poisoned by morbid m atter 
while treating an abcessor dissecting 
it dead body. The poison is usually 
absorbed where the skin is chafed, 
•cut, or otherwise broken.—Youth’s 
Gom panion.

Surrogate Bausom has re­ 
voked the letters, and the property, 
largely increased through his sister’s 
careful management, has been re­

He was born in 
Switzerland forty-eix years ago and 
s ame 1o this country when he was 
seven years old. He lived in Shoho- 
Ja, Pa., until 1863, when lie started 
for H avana. 
He lived there three 
years, then started for the 
Pacific 
•coast, and a few' m onths later 
de­ 
parted for Bio Janeiro, where he le- 
inoined eighteen months. He next 
went to India and lived there 
four 
years. From there he went to Aus­ 
tralia. where he lived 
nine 
years. 
Then he proceeded to 
Europe and 
remained in France seven 
m onths 
jyml in Spain seven months more. 
Po," over seven years prior to his re­ 
turn* to Shohola his sister had not 
iheard of him— Buffalo News. 


Im m igration. 
We referred on a pre\ ious occasion 
to t he d eel ine ofthe com pa ru live pow­ 
er of the Irish vote in the United 
States by reason ot the growing im­ 
portance of the English, Scotch, and 
Canadian elements in the population. 
Recent statistics rather striking il­ 
lustrate this view. From these it hjv 
penrs th at during the m onths of Sep­ 
tember and October last the number 
of em igrants from England and Scot­ 
land to the United States was very 
nearly three times as great as th at 
from Ireland. 
Taking a somewhat 
larger view, it is shown th a t during 
the ten months of the years 1887 and 
1888, ernlimr October 20 in each case, 
the numbers of English and Scotch 
immigrants were 110,303 am] 118,- 
511 respectively; th a t of Irish immi­ 
gran ts during the same two periods, 
66,248 and 63,531. Commenting on 
the statistics, the British American 
says: '"As citizens of these States we 
m ay look on these facts and figures 
with 
great 
satisfaction, and teel 
greatly encouraged in our work of 
naturalization and organization/’— 
The Week. 


An Interesting Case. 
The paym ent ofan insurance policy 
of $5,000 011 the life of “ Doc” H ag­ 
gerty, a teamster, who was so thor­ 
oughly blown away by the explosion 
of a wagon load of nitro-glycerine 
which he was driving, near Pleasant- 
ville, Pennsylvania, th a t not more 
th a n a potrnd of his body was found, 
is being disputed bv the companies 
interested, 011 the ground th at such 
istter annihalation was impossible 
even with so powerful an explosive. 
They claim th a t the “remains” found 
are no proof th a t Haggerty is dead. 
Interesting testim ony is being g ath ­ 
ered to show th a t nitro-glereine has 
proved a t times more of an eraser o f 
hum an identity than the ITeasant- 
ville incident would indicate.—H ar­ 
per’s Bazar.

A THRILLING STORY. 


The death of young Maurice B. 
Throckmorton, killed a t Birming­ 
ham, Ala., Saturday night while en. 
treating a mob not to attack the 
jail, recalls a story, says the New 
York World, as stramre as anything 
iu fiction—a story as full of dram a­ 
tic scenes and incidents as anything 
th a t was ever produced upon stage, 
and w hich has been four times brought 
by a tragedy to the memory of those 
who disliked m ost to hear it. 
It was nearly forty years ago th a t 
Maj. Johu Throckm orton, sou of 
Aris Throckmorton, and uncle of the 
young man killed a t Birmingham, 
was 
one 
of 
the 
leaders 
of 
the 
brilliant 
society 
of 
the 
old 
South. 
He 
was 
the 
finest 
type of the Southern gentleman; i in 
pulsive, generous, kind of heart and 
open of hand, 
lie was connected by 
blood and m arriage with every prom­ 
inent 
Southern family from New 
Orleans to Louisville, and when he 
came back from college to liveam ong 
his people the fairest prospect was 
spread out before him. He went iu 
to enjoy life, and as he had ample 
means and was a welcome guest 
wherever 
he choose to 
go, time 
slipped by pleasantly enough. 
Just when pretty Ellen Godwin 
came into his life 110 one ever knew. 
In all the fierce light th a t afterwards 
beat upon them their earlier intimacy 
remained forever buried in mystery, 
and both carried the secret to their 
graves. 
Ellen Godwin lived near 
Louisville, was remarkable for her 
beauty and the gentleness of her dis­ 
position. She was well connected and 
had a small fortune in her own name. 
Friends of Throckmorton saw them 
together for a time, and then sudden­ 
ly their intimacy was discontinued. 
Throckmorton left Louisville on a 
pleasure trip and did not return lor 
several months. 
One stormy, blustering night in 
January, when the snow was beating 
against the window panes and the 
people were hurrying in to blazing 
fires, Throckmorton returned 
to 
Louisville and went direct to the 
Gault House, a hotel owned by his 
father. When he entered his room he 
happened to glance across thestreet. 
He 
u woman standing motion­ 
less beside a gas lamp directly op­ 
posite. She was dressed in black, and 
although he could not see her face, ho 
recognized the outlines ol her figure. 
Khe stood there so silent andspecter- 
like th at be became fascinated and 
watched her for hpurs. That was 
the first night th at “T^rpckm prton’s 
ghost” was eeen. 
It was tlu? beginning of what was 
to last without interrupt ion for twen­ 
ty years. The dark shadow th at 
night was to follow him all over the 
world; it was to t>e with him in the 
blaze of noon and in the darkest 
hours of the night; he was to see it 
in every capital of Europe; it was to 
lie close behind him in his most secret 
moments; it was to mingle with his 
own shadow, so that in a delirium of 
terror he would wonder if his mind 
were not deserting him, and if both 
shadows were not one and the same. 
It was in vain th at he tried to put 
oceans between him and his awful 
phantom-like pursuer: in vain th at 
every resource of money was tried; 
froitt t hat first storm y January night 
John Throckmorton was never for 
one moment alone. 
It was wonderful how sheappeare<j 
to know of his movements. If he 
would suddenly decide to go to a 
party sh* jyould be standing on the 
opposite side of the street when he 
got out of hiscarralge. Ifljeremain­ 
ed jn his hotel for days, and if then, 
iu the dead ot night, he slipjied out 
by a side entrance she would lie close 
behind him. Her appearance on the 
streets become so common in Louis­ 
ville that people merely glanced a t 
her carelessly os she flitted by. As 
the years passed hep name tya* for­ 
gotten and she was only known us 
“Throckmorton's 
ghost,” 
Homer 
times when she would be waiting for 
him children would gather about her 
and often boys would hoot and taunt 
but she never’ complained, and 
r»o man ever heard the sound of her 
voice. 
The weather never appeared to in­ 
convenience her. 
She often would 
stand for hours in the midst of a 
driving rain or hail without shelter 
of any kind; apparently oblivious to 
everything WiVi* Hfg man she was 
following. 
She always .wore the 
same heavy, black dtess, with a 
black hat, and a thick, black veil, 
which concealed her face. 
At first Throckmorton attenipted 
to laugh the mattep qff. 'Thewoman 
was a crack-brained rpeatgre, who 
would grow tired after a time, h$ 
said, He could keep it up if she 
could. If if amused her h 
didn’t 
object. Thus he reasoned at first, 
but soon lieeume restive, an 1 then it 
grew t o l»e a deadly offense to men­ 
tion the subject in his presence. At 
last he determined to gq ab*-qad. 
He 
made all his 
arrangement* 
with the utm ost secrecy, not even 
telling his most intim ate friends, and 
did not rest until he had put the A t­ 
lantic lietweeu him and what had 
grown to l»e a horrible nightmare. 
He went straight to London, and the 
first jierson he saw when he had got 
off the train was Ellen Godwin. He 
tied to Paris and he thought he would 
lose her la the whirl of a winter 111 
Parisian society. In a m onth he 
ga ve up in despair. She followed him 
to clubs and receptions and opera 
parties, 
Wherever he was, day or 
night, lie could ftevgr look behind 
him without seeing her, He irietf all 
the largest cities of the continent 
without avail, and a t last returned 
to Louisville u»d again took up the 
old life. 
He used to complain th at 
was 
chained to a corpse; th at his life was 
blasted and th at 110 man ever before 
endured such a persecution. No wo­ 
man ijronld suffer his attentions, and 
he soon gave ujj pi!idea of marriage. 
He grew more and morq tyoody and 
a t last determined to rid 
ot 
his 
torm entor by violence. 
The 
scene resulting from this determina­ 
tion was most dramatic. O m night 
about 12 o'clock as Thorckmorton 
was walking home through a lonely 
street, he glanced over his shoulder 
and saw his “ghost” a few yards 
behind silently following him. lie 
waited in a dark alley until she came 
up and then suddenly sprang out on 


her. He snatched her veil from her face 
and dragged her by the th ro at to the 
nearest lamp post. 
. “ Why do you follow me?” he asked, 
his voice trembling with passion. 
She m ule no reply, and, clutching 
her more firmly by the throat, he 
drew a dagger. She made no a t­ 
tem pt to resist him, and just as the 
dagger was about to be plunged in­ 
to her breast she cried out half chok­ 
ed and everyinstantexpectingdeath. 
“ Kill me John, blit kiss me first.” 
Throckmorton threw 
the dagger 
away, brushed the woman aside, and 
fled before hecould be tempted again. 
At length 
Throckmorton could 
stand it no longer, and Ellon Good­ 
win war arrested at his instance and 
tried for 
insanity. The old court 
house in Louisville, where Henry 
(’lay and 
the 
Crittendens 
had 
many a hard-fought battle in the 
days gone by, was packed as it 
never w fe liefore or since. The most 
eminent legal talent was employed, 
and the evidence was of the most 
sensational character. Ellen Godwin 
was put on the stand and was given 
a most severe cross examination. Her 
answers were clear and intelligent, 
and after hours of closest question­ 
ing the opposing lawyers were forced 
to adm it th a t they could make noth­ 
ing of her. Poems written bv her, 
essays and articles were read to the 
jury,and at last her lawyer, young Ely 
Parsons, arose to defend her. He was 
a man of commanding presence, a 
trained elocutionist, and a rarely 
gifted orator. For four hours he 
kept the audience entranced. He told, 
in all its dram atic details, the story 
of Ellen Godwin, lie went over the 
scene of the midnight meeting and 
argued th a t the woman had simply 
be*n wronged and was seeking justice. 
He pointed to her wan, haggardface, 
her delicate frame and contrasted 
the wreck th at stood before them 
with the beautiful, tender, gentle girl 
John Trockmorton had first met. 
His peroration was a masterpiece, 
and when lie sat down the jury, with­ 
out rising from their seats, found 
her sane. Then the lawyer and the 
client were borne awav by the shout­ 
ing thousands, and such scenes were 
enacted as were never l>eforewitne»ed 
in th at sombre old court room. A 
few months later Parsons waselected 
to Congress Ixrause of the speech. 
From the day of her acquittal Ellen 
Godwin never again followed Throck­ 
morton. He left the city and died 
a few years afterwards, alone on his 
plantation in Mississippi, far from 
friends and relatives. 
After his death Ellen Godwin grew 
weaker and weaker. The strengt! 
which had borne her up through al 
the years of her unexampled pursuit 
gave way. She wrote a full history 
of her life, for which a Chicago pub­ 
lishing house offered her $10,000. 
She refused the offer, saying the book 
should be buried with her, 
One day she went to Cave Hill Ceme­ 
tery, one of the most beautiful bury­ 
ing grounds in the world, just outside 
of Louisville, and told her sister, who 
had followed her through all the 
dreary years with a perfect devotion, 
that in one particular spot she w ish- 
ed to lie buried, dressed as a bride, 
with the book contain ng all her 
trials and wrongs upon her breast, 
A week afterwords she was laid to 
rest there, and a little slab at the 
head of the grave tells the story o l 
her most eventful life. 


A VENDETTA. 


Immense Boost of Croon iu IlliaM*. 
For months past crows to the num­ 
ber estimated all the way from 1,000,- 
000 to 3,000,000 have swarmed in 
the eastern end of Douglass County 
feeding in the fields in daytime, and 
collecting a t night at their famous 
resort, 1% miles northwest of New­ 
man, in McCavvn grove, some sixty 
acres. About 
dusk 
these 
birds 
gather in from the 
surrounding 
country in myriads, and the noise 
they make is deafening.
